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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1-18 and 20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non- statutory subject matter. As per decision of Bilski, an invention having a claimed 
method that is neither tied to another statutory category nor transforms underlying subject matter 
to another state or thing is non-statutory. Where the facts of this application coincide with the 
facts of In re Bilski due to not transforming underlying subject matter to another state or thing or, 
not tied to a specific machine; thus, this invention claims non-statutory subject matter. 
Essentially, the method does not transform the underlying subject matter to another state or thing 
and does not provide structure that is other than a nominal reference to the environment of use 
where the steps of process claimed is either a program, software or code that is not embodied on 
computer readable medium or is a flowchart thereof so as to realize its functionality. Diamond v 
Diehr . 450 USPQ2d 175, 184 (1981). In re Bilski , 545 F.3d 943, 88 USPQ2d 1385 (Fed Cir
